IO cents an automobile at each 
park, or $ 2 for a yearly admission 
sticker. 
The $2 annual fee w'ould admit 
an automobile and all its occu­ 
pants.

Channahon Parkway, Fort Char­ 
tres, Fort Creve Coeur, Fox River, j 
Gebhard Woods. Lincoln Log Cab­ 
in, Lincoln Trail and Prophetstown 
state parks would be admission 
free, under its special law.

Three Highways Out of 
By Storm in 


Gallatin County City Sandbagged; Sewer 
Disposal Plant Abandoned 


Damage beyond estimate result 
ed from severe wind and rain 
storms that hit Gallatin county 
Tuesday night. 
The first and probably the heav 
iest damage occurred in Ridgway 
where the high velocity wind de 
molished several buildings, dam 
aged 
numerous 
others, 
caused 
limbs and trees to litter the streets 
and brought’down power and tele­ 
phone lines that disrupted service 
for a long period of time 
A barn at the Russell Ellis resi 
deuce collapsed about 8 o’clock, 
a 200-foot long implement .storage 
shed was blown from its location 
at the Scherrer Equipment Co. at 
9:30, the same gust demolishing 
the nearby barn on the Charles 
Mitchell 
property. 
During 
the 
storm which continued until about 
midnight, 
other buildings 
were 
damaged east of town including 
some at the Alfred Wargel resi 
dence. and trees over a wide area 
were destroyed or badly damaged 
The attractive wooded location of 
Dr. Joe Bryant was made unsight 
ly as the winds .stripped and fell 
ed the trees. Fruit trees also were 
reported made useless. 
The storm struck Old Shawnee­ 
town shortly before midnight, up­ 
rooting many of the large trees, 
stripping the limbs from numer­ 
ous others and damaging a few 
buildings which were hit by the 
falling timbers. 
The bolk of the damage was in 
the vicinity of St. Mary’s church 
where power and telephone lines 
were also felled to the ground. 
Workmen were soon on the job 
in both the villages, however, and 
before noon had made a remark­ 
able .show ing in the clean-up job.» 
The heavy, blowing rain which 
measured nearly six inches over 
a 24-hour period, flooded farm land 
and crops, made the highways haz­ 
ardous in places and made the 
homes with roofs damaged by wind 
almost unlivable. 
The heavy downpour sent water 
into the Shawnee Cabinet factory 
building, halting production Wed­ 
nesday morning. The basement of 
the Jim York home was badly 
damaged by the powerful water 
that sent the sand moving. 
Hail was mixed with the wind 
and rain storm 
early 
Tuesday 
night, several being found the size 
of golf balls and some reporting a 
few as large as a man’s fist. 
The flash flood sent many creeks 
and streams on a rampage, Cane 
Creek near Omaha overflowing to 
such an extent that several feet 
of water covered the highway south 
of Omaha which was still closed 
to traffic at noon Wednesday. 
The Ohio river which was ex­ 
pected to reach a crest of 20 feet 
late in the week will probably con­ 
tinue to rise past that stage as a 
result of the torrents that struck 
the area.

SPRIN G FIELD <UJR>—Rep. Rob­ 
ert W. McCarthy today promised 
* fight to override a veto by Gov. 
William G, Stratton of a bill that 
would have taken away a share 
of the fees from Illinois public 
administrators. 
To override a veto requires a 
two-thirds vote in both Houses. 
Few attempts are made to over­ 
ride vetoes and fewer still are sue 
eesaful. 
Statehouse veterans said 
the last successful attempt to over­ 
ride a veto was made in 1935. 
Stratton Tuesday vetoed a bill 
which would have permitted out of 
state residents to nominate execu­ 
tors of their own choic# to handle 
an estate, rather than have such 
estates administered by the public 
administrator. 


In his veto message, Stratton 
said the bill would deprive a pub­ 
lic administrator of “ the most im­ 
portant part of his income.’’ 
He said the public administrator 
in large counties, such as Cook, 
must establish a large office, hire 
legal and stenographic help and 
pay other expenses. 


Stratton said the 
bill involved 
the “ better estates” which might 
come under a public administra­ 
tor’s jurisdiction and to deprive 
him of the fee 
on these estates 
would 
make it difficult 
for the 
public administrator to pay his ex­ 
penses and 
“ make any net in­ 
come.” 


The 
result would 
be, Stratton 
said, 
that 
the 
state 
eventually 
would end up appropriating money 
to pay the public administrator's 
salary. 


Only last week Stratton appoint­ 
ed Thomas J. Downs, Chicago at­ 
torney, to be Cook County public 
administrator to succeed Charles 
J. Fleck who resigned after he was 
indicted for allegedly mishandling 
an estate. 
The Cook County public adminis­ 
trator’s office has been estimated 
to be worth about $100,000 a year 
in fees and thus is one of the 
richest patronage plums at the gov­ 
ernor’s disposal. 


Neff Announces 


Forest Sale of 


Pine Pulpwood 


The sale of 50.400 cords of pine 
pulpwood on the Shawnee National 
Forest was announced today by 
L. P. Neff. Forest Supervisor, Har 
risburg. 
The Alton 
Box Board , 
Company, of Alton, was the suc­ 
cessful bidder when scaled bids 
were opened on May 17. 
Actual 
cutting of the wood will probably 
not start for 12 to 18 months. 
The purpose of the sale is to 
provide an outlet for badly needed 
thinning operations on the 15,000 
acres that were planted to pine 
from 1936 to 1943. The plantations j 
are from 5 to 300 acres in size 
throughout the Shawnee National 
Forest in southern Illinois. 
The 
plantings were made first as a 
part of the Civilian Conservation i 
Corps program and later contin­ 
ued by regular U. S. Forest Serv­ 
ice crews. 
Part of the planting 
was financed by money contributed I 
by the Illinois Federation bf Wom­ 
ens 
Clubs, 
the 
Izaak 
Walton ' 
League, and the Illinois Society of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 
When trees are planted, they are 
set out 
approximately 
six feet 
apart. As they grow, they become 
crowded and by the time the} are 
about twenty years old, they need 
to be thinned out. 
After removing 
the poorer specimens, the remain­ 
ing trees have more growing space 
and will reach sawlog size more 
quickly. 
Under the present 
agreement, 
two thinni lgs will be made in each 
plantation at about 5-year inter­ 
vals. 
This is expected to yield 
about 5,000 cofds of pulpwood per 
year. 
Selection of trees to be cut 
and supervision of the sale will 
be in charge of District Forest 
Rangers Levi M. Frost, at Jones 
boro; C. A. Gregory, at Vienna; 
and A. Claude Ferguson, at Eliza 
bethtown. 
After the war, planting was re 
sumed. 
In 1957 about 2.500 acres 
were planted. 
Thinnings will be 
needed later on the 14,000 acres 
planted since 1947. The oldest of 
these will need treatment around 
1967 at which time additional sim­ 
ilar sales will be considered. 


McCarthy (D-Lincoln) is sponsor 
of the bill. 
Stratton also vetoed a bill to 
make parents financially liable up 
to $300 for malicious damage done 
by their children. 
He vetoed this bill on the basis 
of an attorney general’s opinion 
which said that to impose liability 
on a parent regardless of fault or 
negligence on his part and solely 
on the basis of family relationship 
would be lacking in “ that clement 
of natural justice embodied in the 
due process” guarantees of the 
Constitution. 


Chances Slim 


For Passage of 


Natural Gas Bill 


WASHINGTON 
IP—Chances for 
congressional passage of the con­ 
troversial natural gas bill appear­ 
ed today to be dead for this year— 
and possibly next year as well. 
Chairman Warren G. Magnuson 
said his Senate Commerce Com- 
hittee does not plan to act on the 
bill this year, lf the House passes 
it. he said, “ we ll probably take 
it up next January. 
A Senate source said the Dem­ 
ocratic leadership doesn’t want to 
hold lengthy hearings and extend­ 
ed Senate debate on a bill whose 
fate is in doubt in the House. 
The source also said administra­ 
tion-proposed amendments to the 
bill are opposed by the natural 
gas industry. 
This may hamper 
its chances next year since the 
bill was designed to help the in­ 
dustry. 
President Eisenhower's lack of 
active Support of the bill also is 
working against its chances, the 
source said. 
If the House passes 
the ini] this session, he said, it 
will only be by a close vote. 
The bill is a greatly modified 
version of a bill vetoed last year 
by Eisenhower because of “ arro­ 
gant 
tactics used by natural gas 
lobbyists in backing it.
